Mr*  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  area  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1940.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Report  is 
confined  to  essential  matters  only* 

•  i  / 

I  am  pleased  to  be.  able  to  report  that  the 
vital  statistics  continue  to  remain  satisfactory*  The 
death  rate  of  10.59  per  1,000  population  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales,  which  was  14*3  per  1,000  civilian  population, 
whilst  the  birth  rate  of  14.32  is  only  .28  lower  than  the 
figure  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  eighty  one  cases 
of  infectious  disease  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners 
showing  an  increase  of  twenty- two  over  the  previous  year.

This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  whooping  cough  and 
measles,  not  formerly  notifiable,  were  responsible  for  66 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  notifications.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following 
details  of  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  my  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1940. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Report  has 
been  very  much  reduced  and  I  have  referred  only  to  the  more 
important  branches  of  the  work. 

In  spite'  of  the  fact  that  the  past  year 
has  been  strenuous  and  arduous,  good  work  has  been  done,  and 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  keep  the  work  up  to  date. 

SECTION  C. 

Water. 

The  major  part  of  the  area  is  supplied  by 
the  Mid  or  South  Kent  Water  Company.  No  new  sources  of  supply 
have  been  utilised  during  the  year.  Samples  of  the  public 
supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of 
which  were  satisfactory.  No  important  works  in  connection 
with  water  supply  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  position  as  regards  drainage  and  sewer¬ 
age  is  materially  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  No  alter¬ 
ations  or  improvements  have  been  effected. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

In  my  Report  for  1939,  reference  was  made  to 
the  pollution  of  a  stream  by  an  impure  effluent  from  a  large 
institution.  Certain  works  were  completed  during  the  early 
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part  of  the  year  and  no  further  cause  for  complaint  arose. 

Two  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  persons  responsible 
for  causing  pollution  to  a  stream  at  Snodland  by  allowing  the 
discharge  of  sink  waste  water.  The  notices  were  complied  with 
and  further  action  was  unnecessary. 

•  Public  Cleansing* 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  method  of 
collection  or  disposal  during  the  year.  Efforts  were  made  at 

»  ,  i  •  . 

the  commencement  of  the  year  to  intensify  the  salvage  campaign. 
House  to  house  canvassers  were  enrolled  and  leaflets  distrib¬ 
uted  to  all  houses  within  the  district.  Three  trailers  were 
purchased  in  order  that  paper*  rags*  bottles*  tins,  etc.* 
could  be  kept  separate  from  the  refuse.  A  paper  baling  machine 
was  installed  at  the  Upper  Paper  Mill,  East  Mailing*  and  two 
women  are  employed  wholetime  on  sorting  and  baling  the  paper. 
When  baled,  the  paper  is  sent  to  Tovil  Mills  for  grading  and 
pulping.  No  opportunity  is  missed  for  impressing  on  the 
public  the  vital  necessity  for  salvage  and  I  am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  response  has  been  good.  Endeavours 
have  been  made  to  ‘obtain  "closer  co-operation  between  the  re-

fuse  men  and  the  general  public,  in  order  to  ensure  the  effic¬ 
ient  working  of  the  scheme. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying-. 

The  two  emptiers  have  been  kept  busy  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding 
suitable  tips  which  unfortunately  adds  to  the  cost  of  the 
service,  inasmuch  that  running  costs  are  higher.

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The  Shops  Acts,  1912-1936 • 


Inspections  of  shops  were  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years,  although,  in  view  of  pressure  of 
work,  the  number  of  inspections  recorded  were  not  as 
high  as  one  could  expect.  Four  complaints  were  received 
with  regard  to  insufficient  sanitary  conveniences.  These 
were  investigated  and  dealt  with  without  recourse  to 
formal  action. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  applications  were  received  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  licences 
for  camping  sites. 

Smoke  Abatement . 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
only  one  complaint  was  received  with  reference  to  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  excessive  smoke  from  a  factory  chimney.  The 
attention  of  the  occupier  was  drawn  to  the  fact  and  no 
further  trouble  was  experienced. 

Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug. 

Six  houses,  two  of  which  were  owned  by 
the  Council,  were  disinfected  by  spraying  with  "'Zaldicide” • 
This  method  proved  efficient  and  in  no  instance  did  re¬ 
infestation  occur. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Throughout  the  year,  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  impress  upon  the  public  the  urgent  necessity 
for  taking  adequate  steps  to  guard  against  the  possibility 
of  rat  infestation.  No  opportunity  is  lost  to  stress  the 
importance  of  keeping  rats  down  and  every  assistance  is 

given  in  cases  where  rat  infestation  is  experienced.  Food 
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promises  are  visited  at  frequent  periods,  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  complied  with.  Six 
notices  were  served  under  the  Act. 


SECTION  D. 

Housing. 


523  inspections  were  made  under  the 

.  v 

Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  and  187  houses  were  render¬ 
ed  fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action.  Eight  formal 
notices  were  served  and  the  owners  carried  out  the  necess¬ 
ary  repairs. 


SECTION  E.  - 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  routine  inspect¬ 
ions  were  carried  out  of  farms  and  dairies  within  the 
district.  In  spite  of  labour  difficulties,  the-  standard 
of  cleanliness,  on  the  whole,  was  satisfactory,  with  one  or 
two  possible  exceptions.  Efforts  were ■ directed  towards 
improving  conditions  at  these  unsatisfactory  premises  and 
further  inspections  showed  a  definite  improvement.  -  •• 

No  samples  of  non-designated  milk  were 
submitted  for  bacterial  content. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  &  1938 „ 

Nineteen  producers  were  licensed  under 
the  order  for  the  production  of  accredited  milk.  During 
the  year,  63  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  and 
17  per  cent  of  these  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylane  blue 
test.  Repeat  samples  were  taken  in  the  case  of  unsatis- 
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factory  samples  and  these  satisfied  the  test. 

(h)  Meat  and  Other  Foods, 

No  routine  visits  were  made  to  slaughter 
houses  as,  under  the  Regional  Scheme,  all  slaughtering  is 
done  outside  the  area.

Hop  Picking. 

Hop  picking  commenced  towards  the  end 
of  August  and  farmers  experienced  difficulty  in  obtaining 
adequate  labour,  which  had  the  effect  of  lengthening  the 
season.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  no 
serious  conditions  were  found  to  exist.  No  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease  occurred. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  add  that  I  am  in¬ 
debted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the 
consideration  and  support  I  have  received  during  the  year.
